GASBARRI stated that the Club 13 was no longer 
operating as a house of prostitution due to consentrated effort 
of law enforcement in the area. She stated that members of the 
Wisconsin State Beverage Tax Division had been in town, the 
FBI had been in town frequently and also the Sheriff of the 
community, JOHN GENTILE, was now exerting pressure on the 
houses of prostitution by checking same. She advised that the 
Club 13 had not operated with a prostitute for approximately
